The frst witness called was" Kwok Kun 
Tai, driver ‘of the tram car. He stated 
that the accident took .place ‘at'ls. point 
between ‘Eastern Street and Wing Lok. 
Street, at about 20.2%. pm. Tho tram- 
cap was: going in a ‘Westerly dircction, at 
a, speed of between sovel and ten miles 
‘an hour. The meen ey was ged in tho 
fourth . notch." deceased crossed 
from the south side “ol the road to the 
‘north side, and tho first “the" witness saw 
of him ho was on the other tramline. He 
sounded hig foot ‘gnng. incessantly, and 
put on the emergoney brake. « .Decensed 


| was about a car's length away from him, 


and when. ho: was atruck be wan almost 
clear of the line, The left hand side of 
tho tram-car waa the side that hit him 
and he Nee thrown cloar into the toad. 

Mr. K Henderson, an electrical 
fetes ‘in the employ of the Tramway 
‘Company, said thg tram-car’ was rather 
more than 29 feet long. The mechanism 
was in good working condition both then 
hmorning before «and tho. morning after 
the tragedy. The average ‘speed of curs 
at this point was about seven" mileseper, 
| hour. “ 

In reply to Mr. Wood. witness’ said 
that. when a car was in the ‘* fourth 
notch,”! theoretically it should trave} at 
wu maximum speed, of 10.75 miley'an hour; 
though in actual practice this speed work: 
od out at more like stven to ten miles. 
The emergency brake was a magnetic one, 
and when applied’ should” pull: “the year 
up within 40 feet. 

A, D. Course, traffic. jiipattnton® 
dent, said all tho motormen employed 
tho “tramway. Were instructed tomuse the 
magsery wbrake "in case of emergen 

‘Mr, Hung Powark, a broker, of Shelley
